WILSON AND THE AMERICAN JUNKERS 


Recently a news item went the rounds of tlie press under a Wash- 


ington date line which has hecn slow to receive editorial comment, 
but -which we believe is vital if 1 anting peace shall j^row out of this 
•war. The item to which we refer dealt with the \icwh of C'ODJTITM 
on peace and anadc this reference to the Senate : 


"The conservative elements (in the Senate) have already 


taken exceptions to that part of President Wilson's message 
which refers to free world trading. They have interpreted this as 
meaning that the United States would enter peace negotiations as 
the champion of free world trade. If their interpretation of the 
message is correct these elements will stand unalterably opposed 
to it and will fight such action to the end.'' 


To refresh the minds of our readers as to what President AViLsoa 


said thus to arouse the antagonism of the Senate reactionaries we will 
quote the only reference he- made to world trade at the conclusion 
of the -war: 


"3—Removal, so far as possible, of all economic barriers and 


the establishment of an equality of trade conditions among all 
the nations consenting to the peace and associating themselves for 
its maintenance.'' 


To refresh the minds of our reader* further as to the president's 


peace program as outlined to Congress and the world on Tuesday, 
January S. it is noted here that his first sus^estion as to the mainte- 
nance of lasting peace -was the abolition of all secret, international un- 
derstandings. The second was for the absolute freedom of naviga- 
tion of the seas outside of territorial waters. 


But it was the third suggestion, tho suggestion of freedom of trade 


among all the nations consenting to the coming peace pact that 
aroused the ire of our own Junkers and caused our own Tories to show 
their teeth. It was this proposal of the president that brot into the 
limelight the same old gang that shouts patriotism, but whose religion 
is profits. 


The President of the United States, every thinking man, knows 


that the world can never have permanent peace so long- as customs 
houses are allowed to exact their \inholy toll. And if the nations of 
Europe and America are to go back to the old trade wars of the past 
then might we as well give ourselves over wholly to the Prussian pol- 
icy of arming ourselves to the teeth'; of converting the United States 
into an armed camp; of building munition plants in America that will 
rival the Krupp gun works of Germany; of throwing away the democ- 
racy of the fathers and substituting therefor the military oligarchy 
that has made the name of Germany anathema around the globe. 


There can he no dodging tin's issue now. It has passed from the 


academic di.scu&sioiis. of the forum into a concrete social policy, rather 
than economic policy, a matter of abstract right or •wryii'r, and our 
decision in the next few years will mould our own and the world\ 
destiny i'or centuries to come.
